Industrial Magnate Evolves Pian 


to Instruct New York Wamen on 
Proper Way te Raise Tote—“Clean-

NEW YORK, June Exclusive 
Dispatch.) John D. Rockefeller has un- 
dertaken the novel and gigantic task of 
teaching NewYork mothers, young and 
old alike. how to care for their Babies. 
Out of the various forms of cut and 
@ried charities in which he is interest- 
ed, he has evolved this plan as a prac- 
theal step of public beneficence and as 
a summer diversion and will shortly 
enthrone himself as the domestic head 
of the poor families in the thickly pop- 
ulated districts. 

“Instead ot giving a lot of time and 
care to one individual child, why not 
teach the mother how it wuld be 
done, so that she can take care of her 
entire flock?” It is on this basis that 
Mr. Rockefeller has mapped out his 
maternal education campaign accord- 
ing to Frederick D. Greene of the New 
York Association for Improving the 
Condition of the Poor. This organiza- 
tion is to act in the capacity of agent 
for Mr. Rockefeller, and on next Mon- 
day will open his ¢chool of instruction 
‘on the grounds of the Rockefeller In- 
stitute for Medical Research, at Sixty- 
fourth street and the Bast River. 

Mr. Rockefeller’s plan, according to 
Mr. Greene, is to employ twenty nurses 
at his own expense, ten of them to be 
stationed at the open-air camp on the 
grounds of the institute and ten to visit 
mothers in their homes and dispense 
instruction with regard to the care of 
children. Each nurse, skilled in the 
treatment of the young, will be provid- 
ed with a set of rules which have been 


worked out with extreme care, 80 as 


to be perfectly intelligible to the aver- 
age mother. 

Open-air treatment and the principle 
of “cleanliness being next to godliness” 
are the two factors in the bringing up

RITISH STEEL 
TRUST FORMING. 


TO COMBAT AMERICAN AND GER- 
MAN COMBINES. 


Thirty-six Previously 
Concerns and Hepe to Dominate 
World's tron Trade.

LONDON, June 28.—A great combi- 
nation of steel and iron manufacturers, 
similar to those existing in the United 
States and Germany, is in course of 
formation in Great Britain, with the 
avowed object of combatting American 
and German competition, which is in- 


creasing. 

Nine big companies, headed by Vick- 
ers’ Sons & Maxim, have assembied 
thirty-six previously independent con- 
cerns, which will give them control, it 
| estimated, of about 9 per cent. of 
the steel produced in Great Britain. It 
is probable that the combination will 
involve regulation of prices, adjust- 
ment of output to demand and equal 
distribution of orders.

THROWN INTO JAIL 
DRUNKEN OFFICIAL. 


Police Commissioner Schenck In- 
sults Lady on Street and Then Or- 
ders Arrest of Bradner W. Lee . 
Kenneth Preuss Because They 


sent It. 


OLICE COMMISSIONE,” SAM 

SCHENCK in a drunken frenzy

Schenck leered at 
Preuss for an instant and then or- 
dered Patrolman Barnes to arrest Mr. 
Preuss. 

Barnes was well aware that Schenck 
was his superior and did the bidding 
of the police commissioner in a hearty 
manner. He took hold of Mr. Preuss 
by the hands and at the order of the 
drunken commissioner he dragged 
him to a patrol box. There Schenck 
ordered Barnes to ring for the wagon. 

Into the patrol wagon Mr. Preuss 
was hustied and, together with Barnes 
and Schenck, he was hauled t the 
city to Central Police Station. In the 
meantime Mr. Lee had taken the lady 
to the Angelus Hotel, where he left 
— He then hastened to Central Sta- 
tion where he asked for Mr. Preuss. 
He was told that no one by that name 
had arrived 


After waiting for some minutes

Charged With Assault, He Secures 
Acquittal by Declaring He Had no 
Recollection of Affair—Lawyers Say 
New Theory le Practically Limit- 
less in its Scope.

NEW YORK, June 23.—Dr. Elmore 
K. Blliett has escaped the meshes of 
the law through a unique plan. He 
had been arrested for brutally assault- 
ing without provocation a man and 
his wife on the public highway. Psy- 
chic epilepsy, defined as acute epilepsy, 
without any external manifestations, 
was the defense successfully offered. 

Dr. Elliott, in his own behalf, testi- 
fied that he had been subject to at- 
tacks of psychic epilepsy vince child- 
hood, and that during these attacks 
he had po knowledge of his acts or 
recollection of them upon recovery.

DAY LABOR ONLY. 
STREET-SWEEPING REFORM. 


A marked reform imaugurated by 
the Board of Public Works in the street 


Gepartment provides that men pnd 
teams for street sweeping shall be em- 
ployed by the day in place of by die 
yard. For a generation the city has 
been sweeping ite streets, and the 
work has always been done under con- 
tract. Under the new regimé the con- 
tractors furnished men and teame at 
@ atipulated price per day and the city 
directe where they shall and 
what service they shall render. 

Ny using this new system the board 
hopes to be able to secure a great 
deal more street sweeping during the 
next fiscal year than during the one 
Just closing, and for less money. 

Street Inspector Edwards explained 
the necessity last night for the change 
as follows: 

Under the contract that existed when 
the board came into office the men 
and teams swept a street six times a 
week, four times a week or three times 
a week. We soon found that there 
are times when it is not necessary to 
Sweep a street more than once a week, 
but we could not compel the con- 
tractor to sweep once a week only. 
He insisted that there would be so 
much dirt to cart away that it would 


‘make the sweeping a losing venture; 


he sald there is as much dirt to re- 
move from one sweeping a week as 
from three. 

Confronted by this dilema we decided 
to advertise for a contract to supply 
men, teams ard apparatus only. The 
bids we received were lower than we had 
expected. We hope that the new sys- 
tem will enable us to save considerable 
money during the next fiscal year on 
street sweeping, and i, secure bet- 
ter resuita.”

OXNARD, June 28. — A company has 
been organised in Ventura county for 
the purpose of manufacturing dena- 
tured alcohol. It is capitalised at §$1.,-

cohol and Sugar company. 

The company has purchased the 
right to manufacture denatured al- 
cohol by the Palmer method, which 
was patented over a year ago by Prof. 

The 
method consists of mixing a mash of 
the sugar beet, potato or other plant, 
from which it is desired to manufacture 
the alcohol, with wheat bran, which is 
sufficient to cause the fermentation 
and the resulting distillation of alcohol.
